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No Solution Here 


HE latest addition to the vast library of publications examining this 

country’s inadequate roads system came last week from P.E.P., an 

independent, but highly regarded, research organization. P.E.P., or 
to give it its full title, Political and Economic Planning, boasts a council 
of management which displays immense dignity and knowledge. Its 
opinions must, therefore, be aceorded above-average notice 

However, much of this latest document seems to be unnecessary effort, 
because it is largely a rehash of well-known facts. This somewhat 
discursive repeat of other similar documents reaches conclusions that 
need a wider examination than P.E.P. has accorded them, and, at the 
end, still fails to provide any sort of answer to the problem 

The crux of this problem is that inadequate roads cause congestion; 
this congestion is reliably estimated to be at present costing the nation 
at least £250m. a year, and is expected to rise sharply with the increase in 
private car use. A considerable proportion of that £250m. is reflected 
in high transport costs, which are passed on as higher retail prices 

Hauliers, C-licensees, busmen and coach operators already know the 
solution, which can only come from the provision of better roads and the 
greater freedom upon those roads for commercial vehicles to operate 

P.E.P. would have served the national interest much better if it had 
devoted its considerable talents towards impressing the magnitude of the 
task on the Government. Unfortunately, it chose not to do so, but 
vacillated between the problem of “the cost of roads” and the wider 
problem of public and private ownership of transport, both road and rail 

rhe result is unhappy, because the research organization's conclusions 
that moving traffic back to public transport will solve the congestion 
problem is illogical. P.E.P. fails to differentiate between passenger and 
goods traffic. Whilst the conclusion has a relationship to passenger 
work, it is right out of court for goods operation. A doctor does not 
break his patient’s leg to cure a fractured arm 

Here is the remarkable P.E.P. conclusion: “ Road construction alone 
is not a complete solution to the problems of traffic congestion especially 
in urban areas. Where necessary, measures must be taken at the same 
time to prevent the benefits of road improvements from being nullified 
by an expansion in traffic which keeps journey speeds at existing levels 

* Furthermore, even road investment which results in increased average 
speeds may not provide the least expensive method of achieving this 
faster flow of traffic; even after taking into account all the social costs of 
restrictions and inconvenience, restrictive measures and subsidized public 
(rail and road passenger) transport may be a cheaper way of relieving 
congestion 

“ The role that can be played by public transport in relieving road 
congestion and in permitting road improvements to achieve the expected 
benefits must be given greater consideration, and the possibility of 
subsidizing some existing, or even new, public transport services to 
facilitate traffic flow must not be excluded.” 

This conclusion, of course, is wide open to attack on the question of 
choice, <o far as goods are concerned. It is artificial restriction of the 
transport user’s right to choose the way in which to move his goods. This 
totalitarian view is not now held even by some Socialists, and only two 
weeks ago Mr. John Hay, Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Transport, reiterated the Tory intention to allow such freedom. _ 

So P.E.P. not only advances a politically wrong idea, but bases it on 
bad economics, too, because enforced choice of transport will increase 
costs and reduce efficiency. Road transport’s record since the 1953 
Transport Act restored freedom of choice proves that

WO bronze busts of Ernest Bevin gaze down at 

Frank Cousins as he works at his desk in a spacious 

room in Transport House. One of them, an Epstein, 
showing the formidable wartime Minister of Labour at 
his most rugged, might serve as a constant reminder to 
his successor to be militant and yet more militant—if, that 
is, such a reminder were necessary.

There's as 
much need for the movement today as ever there was, not 
only for consolidating our achievements, but also for 
pressing on to much bigger ones.” 

If, while dedicating his total energies to trades unionism, 
there turns out to be something in it for Frank Cousins, 
one feels he would not be ill-content. But do not doubt 
the truth of his statement: “I want to do as much for 
labour as can be obtained out of industry.” 

He is as much a man of the People as Ernest Bevin, 
Arthur Deakin and his immediate predecessor as general 
secretary, Arthur Tiffin. A north countryman who had 
an elementary education, he started work in the mines

R.H.A. Chairman’s 4-point 
Plan for the Future of 
the Road Haulage Industry 


i aetome ways in which he thought the authorities could help to preserve and 
encourage the road haulage industry were stated by Mr. J. B. Mitchell, 
national chairman, at the annual luncheon of the Road Haulage Association in 


London on Wednesday. 


These were: (/) It was desirable to keep road haulage 


stable; (2) the cost of road haulage to the public should so far as possible be kept 
down; (3) steps should be taken to attract the most skilful people into the 
industry; and (4) time and space would be saved by the quick turn-round of 


vehicles. 

These, said Mr. Mitchell, seemed to be 
four quite reasonable aims and objects. 
One could not say that circumstances 
had worked towards their fulfilment or 
that the circumstances had much help 
from the powers that be. He went on: 

“Let us first of all consider the 
stability of the industry. The licensing 
system may not be perfect, but at least 
one of its principles has worked out well 
in practice. The goods-vehicle owner has 
complete freedom to carry his own 
goods, but as soon as he wants to carry 
for other people he must prove there is 
a need for his service 


Principles Threatened 


“ Recent which are still in the 
throes of legal discussion have threatened 
this extremely valuable principle. One 
must hope that either the cases will be 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion or 
that some change will be made in the 
law so as to keep the principles intact. 
There is little doubt that one of the basic 
causes of this upset was the introduction 
of a few unnecessary words into the 
1953 Transport Act--words which this 
Association fought hard to delete 

“ As for keeping down the cost of road 
haulage, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has hardly done much to help by his 
decision to increase licence duties by 
some 20 per cent. or by the prospect of 
a tax on labour. The increased licence 
duty has been a serious blow to the 
economy of hauliers and we hope that 
even at this late stage the Chancellor: 
may decide to think again and remove 
the new imposition from vehicles which 
are playing a vital part in the trade and 
industry of the country and which 
perhaps in the near future may play a 
more important part in international 
trade

Obnoxious Clause 


“Nor is recruitment into the industry 
encouraged by the provisions of the Road 
Traffic Bill now going through Parlia- 
ment. One clause in this Bill would be 
particularly obnoxious if it became law. 
It would provide automatic disqualifica- 
tion for at least six months for any driver 
who during a period of three years com- 
mitted a total of three out of a long list 
of offences. For many of these offences 
the penalty seems unduly harsh 

“ As hauliers we are particularly con- 
cerned about the inclusion of speeding. 
At present our drivers are subject to a 

B28 


speed limit of 30 m.p.h. on whatever road 
they are travelling, with the exception of 
stretches of motorway Unlike most 
other road users a goods vehicle driver, 
therefore, is in constant danger of 
breaking the law by going too fast and he 
need only be caught doing so three times 
in three years to lose his licence and his 


job. 


Danger of Losing Men 

“ Speeding is an offence and we can 
hardly condone infringement of the law, 
but there is no doubt that even the most 
skilful lorry driver from time to time 
drives faster than the permitted speed. 
We should, therefore, if the Bill became 
law, be in danger of losing many of our 
best men, although the policy of the 


Government should be to help us keep 
the men and encourage others to join 


us 

On the question of the quicker turn- 
round of vehicles, Mr. Mitchell said that 
serious delays were likely to be caused 
through the indiscriminate views by local 
authorities of bans on loading and un- 
loading at certain times of the day. It 
was not always possible to time the 
arrival of a vehicle to avoid the ban. 
The effect must be that vehicles arriving 
too early or too late had to find some- 
where to wait and might therefore be 
causing congestion somewhere else. 


Pilea for Consultation 

Making a plea for full consultation 
with the industry, Mr. Mitchell said that 
representations from the R.H.A. and 
other interested organizations should be 
considered essential in any proposed 
inquiry, legislation, or international 
agreement affecting road transport. The 
absence of such representations could 
only make progress more difficult and 
give rise to controversy at a later stage 
For example, the presence of the road 
haulier familiar with dock movement 
would be a decided advantage to the 
recently appointed docks and harbours 
committee of inquiry 

“We prefer, of course, to be consulted 
on vital matters connected with roads 
and road transport, and we feel that to 
be productive such consultations must 
take place well before decisions have 
been made and action taken.”

FRENCH OUTPUT UP 
URING March a total of 21,650

Crompton Garage Win Appeal 
—But Get Only One Unit 


HE Transport Tribunal in London 

last week decided to grant Crompton 
Garage Co., Ltd., of High Street, West 
Bromwich, a new A licence in respect of 
one vehicle and its trailer to carry 
“mainly metal products and contractors’ 
plant for delivery within 200 miles radius 
of the base in West Bromwich.” 

Sir Hubert Hull, the president, said that 
the order would not take effect until the 
Tribunal had been notified that Cromp- 
ton’s agreed to amend their application 
to ask for what the Tribunal had decided 
to grant 

Crompton Garage had appealed against 
the refusal of the West Midland Licensing 
Authority to grant a new A licence for 
three vehicles and a trailer. They wanted 
the licence to carry goods for Federated 
Road Transport Services, mainly within 
a 200-mile radius of base. The British 
Transport Commission opposed _ the 
appeal 

Mr. J. R. C. Samuel-Gibbon, for 
Crompton Garage, said that the appel- 
lants held an A licence, granted in 1957, 
for three vehicles and a trailer at Hands- 
worth, to be used for collecting food for 
two compames and delivering it to Derby 
ind Birmingham. 

In 1958, the base for the vehicles was 


moved from Handsworth to Derby. This 
move led to the company’s licence being 
suspended for three months in May, 1960. 
Since then there had been no food trade 
and the vehicles on the A licence—valid 
until April 30, 1962—had been idle. 

Mr. Samuel-Gibbon contended that 
when the application for a new A licenée 
was made last August, the evidence 
showed that Federated Road Transport 
had need of the service Crompton’s 
wanted to supply. 

Ihe Licensing Authority had said 
Crompton’s should apply for a B licence. 
“Why on earth they should do so, is 
beyond me,” said Mr. Samuel-Gibbon. 

Mr. R. A. Webb, for the British Trans- 
port Commission, said that there had not 
been sufficient evidence to prove shortage 
of vehicles available to fulfil the needs 
of F.R.T.S. and their customers. The 
latter apparently wanted a taxi service as 
they thought they should be able to ring 
in the morning and have a lorry ready to 
operate at their disposal by the afternoon. 

The needs of the customers could be 
met by granting the appellant company 
i B licence for one vehicle only. Even if 
an A licence were granted, it should be 


for only one vehicle. 


Gully Emptier Restricted 


HE Tribunal imposed a restriction on 

a grant by the North Western Deputy 
Licensing Authority to Mr. A. Mealor, 
of Whitby, Ellesmere Port, which allowed 
him to add a gully emptier vehicle to his 
B licence 

The authority gave him permission in 
September last year to use a vehicle for 
the collection of industrial waste pro- 
ducts, emptying cesspits or septic tanks 
within a 10-mile radius of his base, and 
for the disposal of the waste within a 
50-mile radius of base 

The Tribunal restricted the use of the 
vehicle to “emptying and removing oily 
sludge from the works of Lobitos Oil 
fields. Ltd., of Ellesmere Port, and to 
disposing of the sludge within a 50-mile 
radius of base.”

Samuel-Gibbon was congratulated in 
London last week by the Tribunal 
president, Sir Hubert Hull. 

“I say public spirit advisedly,” 
said Sir Hubert, “ because one knows 
that a member of the Bar who 
allows his name to be published in 
that way does run a risk that unin- 
structed persons may think he has 
given up his profession as a member 
of the Bar. That of course is wholly 
incorrect. 

“ All that inclusion of your name 
on the Special Panel means is that 
in a matter in which you have 
nothing whatever to do as counsel 
I can, in an emergency, ask you to 
act as a member of the Tribunal. 

“ It is desirable in a case of illness 
that there should be some lawyer of 
experience available who can act 
as a temporary member of this 
Tribunal. 

“ That's why we congratulate you 
on your public spirit in running that 
risk and putting yourself in a 
position of being available in an 
emergency,” concluded Sir Hubert.

HOSE who are responsible for the operation of public 

transport services must be present at, and play a part in, 
discussions of town-planning arrangements for built-up

This plan ought to 
be based on the results of thorough research and a balance 
sought between public and private transport, which could 
be found in a division of responsibilities and co-operation.

| HE experience of urban transport undertakings in metro-

Harbour, a member of the London Transport Executive

railway solution. 

Metropolitan railways built as an aid to expansion have 
had the desired result and have a marked influence on 
population distribution. The evidence puts it beyond 
doubt that commuter traffic could not be catered for in 
the larger cities without a metropolitan railway. 

Comprehensive surveys in some American cities have 
shown that metropolitan railways are much cheaper to 
construct than motorway systems of equivalent passenger 
capacity, and involve much less disturbance to civic com- 
munities. There is also a social justification in that it 
benefits the whole community, and financial assistance 
should be considered. 

In New York, Berlin and some other cities it is taken 
for granted that at least the cost of constructing the tunnel 
for underground railways is borne by public funds. 

Mr. Harbour is convinced that no form of road trans- 
port can do the work of a metropolitan railway, which is 
primarily the mass carriage of passengers over both medium 
and relatively short distances; and also over short distances 
where road congestion cannot be relieved. The burden 
on the roads is relieved and the increased transport efficiency 
is reflected in the prosperity and vitality of a city 


Relations Between Local and National 
Rail and Road Transport 
Sen possibility of establishing closer relations and 
effective co-operation between different public transport 
undertakings was discussed by Signor M. Paribeni in his 
paper on relations between regional light railways and 
motor transport and national railways. 
After reviewing the actively antagonistic and competitive 
spirit which arose between rail and road when the latter 


showed signs of vigorous development, and the neglect 
of almost every opportunity to bring about co-operation 
in a useful and logical manner, he summarizes future 
relations by asking whether it would be possible and advis- 
able to intensify such relations as exist, or even to create 


new ones. 

He says there can be no doubt that, at the time, an 
error was committed, due, in part, to the failure to estimate 
the real strength and capabilities of development of road 
transport, and, in part, to the prevalence of a feeling of 
antagonism between the old and new systems of transport. 

It is scarcely necessary to draw attention to the advan 
tages which could be obtained if it were possible to organize 
combined road/rail transport in such a way that the collec- 
tion and delivery of traffic would be affected by the former 
and mass transport by the latter. 

Such an arrangement would, however, with 
obstacles in the case of passenger traffic, by reason of the 
necessity of obliging users to accept the inconvenience of 
changing, as well as in that of goods traffic, because of the 
expense involved in repeated loading and unloading 

So far as passenger traffic is concerned, all that could 
be done would be to introduce the few practical measures 
which can be adopted to minimize the inconvenience of 
changing: Organization of the transfer of passengers in 
such a way that they have only short distances to walk (if 
possible under cover); reduction of waiting time by means 
of synchronized connections, or an increase in the frequency 
of services; provision of ample accommodation on vehicles 
so as to eliminate, or reduce to a minimum, the disadvan- 
tages of rush-hour travel, and so on 

Such arrangements are, in general, costly and usually 
not very effective, particularly when distances are small

provided to be adapted to the fluctuations in demand, and

Railways have for a long time been searching for means 
to reduce the number of costly loading and unloading 
operations, and attempts were made to design railway 
wagons suitable for running on roads. The number of 
systems designed to enable road vehicles to be carried on 
rail is much greater and such vehicles are usually of a 
special type. Little use is made of rail-road vehicles except 
in France, where they have recently been standardized 

Practically the whole of the mixed road-rail traffic in 
France is carried by private undertakings who have volun 
tarily agreed to replace their own lorries by means of semi 
trailers and tractors so as to secure for rail a proportion 
of road traffic without affecting their own interests 

[hese semi-trailers have the disadvantage of requiring 
the provision of carefully designed terminal equipment, and 
have to be loaded and unloaded in a longitudinal direction, 
necessitating the use of drop-end wagons fitted with ramps 
A new patent side-loading vehicle is the “ Swiss Container 
Car,” made in Switzerland, the use of which is spreading 
to other European countries. 


Road on Rail 

In the United States experiments have been made with 
the loading of ordinary road vehicles and more 
recently, in Western Germany, where between the Ruhr 
and Hamburg complete night trains have been used, com 
prising 40 ordinary flat wagons and 
vehicle crews. 

Experience available up to the present is insufficient to 
enable an opinion to be expressed regarding the results 
which can be obtained but, as it entails inefficient use of 
the road-vehicle crews, and the vehicles themselves—par- 
ticularly motor units and pneumatic-tyred vehicles—it would 
not appear to be economically justified in the case of 
mass organized transport, but rather in that of irregular 
transport over routes carrying a relatively small amount of 
traffic 

The most promising experiments are the Michelin system, 
which makes use of a relatively simple device for coupling 
the steering mechanism of. the road transport vehicle to 
the appropriate automatic guiding device; and the more 
recent system, put forward in Italy, under which tracks 
are constructed for use by the ordinary type of railway 
vehicle and specially equipped road vehicles

In conclusion, it must be acknowledged that the relations 
already established between local and national railways 
are substantially satisfactory, although the opinion has 
been expressed that new relations could usefully be estab- 
lished with the object of regulating the transfer to local 
railways of those lines belonging to national railways which 
are not showing a profit. Run as private undertakings, and 
maintaining more homogeneous services, they would be 
in a position to operate at less cost, and road services 
could be more introduced in replacement of 
uneconomic lines

perfected, particularly door-to-door service None of

30 PER CENT. OF U.S. PRODUCTION 
COSTS ATTRIBUTABLE TO HANDLING 


HE rapidly increasing importance 
now assumed by mechanical 
movement in every phase of 
modern industry was stressed by many 
speakers at the second International 
Conference of the Institute’ of 
Materials Handling at Southport last 
week. Many aspects of internal trans- 
port were discussed, including the 
planning of factory areas so as to 
secure the utmost economy of move- 
ment 
Among those attending were repre- 
sentatives from France, Germany, 
Holland, India, Nigeria, Poland, 
Sweden, the U.S.S.R., the United 
States and Switzerland Mr. A 
lvanovski, leader of a delegation from 
the Russian State Scientific and Tech- 
nical Committee, said that his country 
not only importing modern 
machinery for material handling but 
was producing suitable equipment for

Costly Handling 


America, Mr. C. Metcalfe, manag- 
ing director, E.M.I. Electronics, Ltd., 
told the conference, is generally 
accepted as being among the foremost 
of countries in the matter of produc- 
tion, yet the average machine operator 
there spent 20 per cent. of his time 
handling materials, some 30 per cent 
of production costs there being attri- 
butable to this aspect Handling 
operations should be mechanized

Problems involved in the handling

Great care had 
to be taken in the selection of static 
equipment and handling units, for the 
latter must be able to withstand low 
temperatures and also sudden changes 
from cold to hot and vice versa. Since 
the cost per cu. ft. for a cold store was 
higher than the normal warehouse, it 
was essential that the space should be 
used in the best possible manner. For 
this purpose efficient handling aids are 
a first essential.

Modern cold stores were usually 
specifically planned for handling goods 
on pallets. His own company’s stores 
were now being designed with a ceiling 
height of 23 ft., which was based on 
the fullest operational level that could 
be achieved with their fork trucks.

Persson, cheaper movement could be 
attained by employing the pedestrian 
truck for the unloading of vehicles, 
working it in conjunction with the 
more expensive fork-lift trucks for 
stacking inside the store.

The remaining 11 vehicles of the 
fleet consist of three Fords, one 
B.M.C., one Commer, four Austins, 
one Land-Rover and one Dennis dust 
cart, which is a tipper. 

Most of the bodies have been 
built of mahogany by the associated 
company, E. W. S. Bartlett (Devon), 
Ltd. Despite the type of traffic carried, 
including sand and gravel, Mr. Gray 
tells me that his company place par- 
ticular emphasis on excellent bodywork and appearance 
Because of their experience in timber they have found 
that the use of mahogany for bodywork is a more 
economic proposition than the hardwood normally used 
In some types of builders merchants’ work it would not be 
exceptional to wear out one standard body in a year, 
partly due to the readiness with which such woods as 
ash crack right through in contrast to the service obtained 
from the close grain of mahogany. This latter wood also 
ensures freedom from shrinkage at the joints with obvious 
resulting advantages from the overall rigidity of the body 

The cost of a mahogany body fitted to a 7-ton tipper 
is around £80/£90, and probably adds about 5 cwt. to the 
unladen weight. In addition to the increased life and rigidity, 
such a body practically eliminates the possibility of loading 
beyond capacity 

It is generally recognized by most transport operators 
that customers often associate the quality and appearance 
of a vehicle with the goods it carries, and Mr 
siders that exception should not be made to a policy of 
providing a smart appearance because the type of traffic 
carried may be inherently dirty. Exceptional care is there 
fore taken in the final finish of thet 
undertaken by Bayly and Bartlett themselves 

From experience they have found it necessary to remove 
the manufacturer’s priming coat before applying a coating

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in the committee stage, the Road Traffic Bill appears 

to be leaving the House of Lords for the House of 
Commons very little changed from its original form. There 
are substantial signs of public approval, or what is nearly 
as bad, public indifference, to the provisions that are 
causing so much concern to commercial vehicle operators. 
In particular, the suggestion that their drivers are being 
unduly victimized is not kindling much indignation. If a 
driver is to lose his licence following three convictions for 
speeding within the space of three years, the general opinion 
remains that he ought not to be allowed to plead hardship 
and that the law is no respecter of persons. Similarly, the 
magistrate who imposes the penalty ought not to be swayed 
by the knowledge that the effect may be harsher in some 
cases than in others. This is the popular opinion 

A considerable revolution in thought is needed to accept 
the opposing view that operators are putting forward. 
However ingrained the popular ideas may be, they should 
be attacked and loosened. It must be made plain that the 
basic legai principles cannot be made to apply to read 
iraffic rules and regulations without violating common sense 
All men may be equal before the law, but they are not 
equal behind the steering wheel. 

The problem is to make this pcint without calling the 
law into contempt. The Highway Code is an excellent docu 
ment. If every driver kept to it religiously there would be 
fewer road accidents. It would be going too far to say there 
would be no accidents at all. Continually there are 
unexpected events that lead to a tragic end on the road 
although the behaviour of the driver concerned is blame- 
less. There are other motorists whose knowledge of the 
code may be profound but who are far from being good 
They may be penalized at the outset by failing to

Even the man who has just scraped through a test may 
justifiably consider he is not a menace to other road users 
if he scrupulously observes every provision of the code 
Human nature being what it is, an increase in skill] leads 
him to a somewhat less rigid view. He finds that in certain 
circumstances he can ignore some of the rules with impunity 
ind apparently without danger 


Tuis is a regrettable development. It is only right that 
there should be some penalty for transgression. The question 
remains whether the punishment ought to be prescribed on 
the lines proposed in the new Bill, or whether the skill and 
experience of the driver ought to be taken into account in 
cases where there has been no accident and where it is not 


suggested that the offender was driving dangerously. Skill 
is taken into account at the lowest level, in that the man 
who cannot reach a certain standard is not given a licence 
Why should it not apply throughout the scale? The man 
who on his first solo drive rushes down the High Street at 
40 m.p.h. deserves nothing better than to lose his licence 
on the same day as he is given it. His first offence should 
xe his last. Another driver who does the same thing and 
has a previously unblemished record for 25 years at least 
deserves the benefit of the doubt. 

The transport associations may be wise to concentrate 
their attack upon the plan to impose more serious penalties 
for speeding. The inclination in some quarters is to assume 

32 
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that speed, and speed alone, is responsible for the increase 
in the number of accidents on the road. The argument is 
presumably that speed represents the only essential differ- 
ence between the motor and the horse-drawn vehicle. If 
horses could run at 60 m.p.h., there would have been no 
need to invent the internal combustion engine. 


I; IS obvious, however, that speed and safety are variable 
factors. There are times in busy streets when it would be 
not only dangerous but impossible for a motor vehicle to 
travel at the normal speed of a horse and cart. There are 
other occasions when a driver has a wide road to himself 
and within reason can go perfectly safely at whatever speed 
he chooses. The choice even in these circumstances must 
depend upon the skill of the driver. If he is driving a 
commercial vehicle, the law narrows his choice to the 
range up to 30 m.p.h. A genuine attempt to keep strictly 
within the law when driving an up-to-date lorry or. coach 
may make him more rather than less dangerous. By con- 
centrating on his lack of speed, he must be giving less atten 
tion to Other things. His slow progress makes him a serious 
hazard to other road users who do not have to observe the 
same limits. 

he moving vehicle is unique. There is no other basis for 
comparison. Most other machines have the advantage, from 
the point of view of safety, that they always stay in the 
same place. The observance of one or two straightforward 
rules, such as the proper use of a guard, may make a factory 
machine completely foolproof. Failure to observe the rules 
may well be treated as gross negligence and punished 
accordingly, for their observance brings a degree of safety 
that has no reference to the skill of the operator. Once 
the necessary precautions have been taken, he is neithe 
more nor less safe than the apprentice. His ability lies in 
the speed at which he works and in the quality of the pro 
duct he turns out 


By WAY of contrast, the skill of the driver lies mainly in 
safety.. Although there are many devices to help him, he 
must essentially be his own guard. Unlike the factory 
machine, no vehicle can be guaranteed completely safe 
Even when stationary it is a potential danger to other road 
Practically every manceuvre must be performed in 
accordance with a complicated set of rules. If they were 
expected to give perfect safety, the rules would have to be 
augmented to such an extent that no vehicle would ever be 
ible to start on its journey without the law being broken 
Operators may suspect that the new Bill is a step towards 
the devising of some such set of rules. They might well 
have the opposite effect to what is intended. The virtue of 
the Highway Code is that it offers a relatively small number 
of clear instructions and not dwell too much on 
penalties. In fact, not every infringement of the code is a 
breach of the law. The more injunctions and threats that 
are added, the more confused is the driver likely to get 
As it is, the average journey on a heavy vehicle is a con- 
siderable feat of muscular and mental co-ordination. The 
driver who has reached the degree of skill that makes the 
operation second nature should not have to worry that a 
few offences against the letter rather than the spirit of the 
code may bring his driving career effectively to a close

A Recommended Daily Summary Sheet is Described Here on Which Depots 
Can Record Essential Data 


N THIS series on May 5 and May 12 the problems arising 

from fleet expansion have been discussed. Unless the 

recording system and overall control is adapted to meet 
the requirements of a larger fleet, there is every possibility 
that what was previously a successful small business may run 
into difficulties through a decline in efficiency. In both these 
articles it was assumed that the vehicles were engaged on general 
haulage, with possibly some long-distance work 

There are, however, other types of work on which large 
fleets of vehicles are operated and where the associated problems 
differ substantially from those dealt with in the two previous 
articles. Examples of such work would be the transport 
required by civil engineering contractors sufficiently large to 
undertake several contracts simultaneously 

Vehicles are accordingly dispersed to the several temporary 
depots set up for the purpose of the contracts. But because 
»f the rapidly changing requirements inherent in this type of 
work, the economic number of vehicles allocated to each depot 
must be adjusted accordingly if efficiency is to be maintained. 
In addition to civil engineering, there are several other instances 
where similar circumstances apply, particularly where the work 
is seasonal. It is then essential that vehicles should be trans- 


ferred to the site where they are most urgently required
